LEFT  OVER  HMGP  GRANT  MONEY 


The  Hazard  Mitigation  Grant  Programs  (HMGP)  available  under  Presidential  Disasters 
FEMA-DR-  1 105-MT,  FEMA-DR-1 113-MT  and  FEMA-DR-1 183-MT  are  in  the  process 
of  being  closed  out  by  FEMA  Region  VIII.  Due  to  some  of  our  projects  being  denied  and 
reallocation  of  funds,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  money  now  available  for  local  appli- 
cants. 

On  20  January,  1998  this  office  was  notified  by  FEMA  of  the  following: 

Under  DR-1105,  the  remaining  balance  left  to  spend  for  regular 
projects  is  $7,818  and  under  the  5%  set  aside  category,  $4,710. 


Under  DR-1113.  there  is  a  balance  of  $1,424  available  for}  ; 
regular  projects.

Under  DR-1183  there  is  approximately  $50,000  available  for  regular 
projects.

Eligible  applicants  are  State  and  Local  Governments,  State  and  Federally  recognized  pri- 
vate nonprofit  agencies  and  Indian  Tribes.  Applicants  must  also  be  participating  in  the 
National  Floodplain  Program  and  be  in  one  of  the  counties  that  was  declared  a  disaster  un- 
der DR-1 105  or  DR-1 113.  Regulations  changed  the  eligibility  criteria  for  DR-1 183  mak- 
ing all  counties  in  the  state  eligible.  Interested  applicants  will  have  to  complete  an  appli- 
cation packet  and  their  application  must  be  recommended  by  the  State  Hazard  Mitigation 
Team  Grant  Review  Committee.  Final  applications  must  be  at  FEMA  no  later  than  1 
March,  1998  for  DR-1 105  and  DR-1 113.  For  projects  submitted  under  1 183  the  deadline 
to  DES  is  1  April,  1998.  Time  is  very  short  as  this  is  normally  a  very  lengthy  and  detailed 
grant.
